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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant arguments with regards to the 
rejection of the claims have already been addressed in the final rejection mailed on 11/13/2006. However, Applicant further argues that 
the claims, as presented produce a useful, concrete, and tangible results base on arguments presented on pages 14-15 of the Remarks 
and referred to figure 1 A for that the claims simulation results output in the referred figure for support. The Examiner notes that the 
claims, as set forth, do not show any step of outputting a simulation result of any kind, pointed to by the applicant's (i.e. although the 
figure referred to show a simulation result output, the claims, as presented, do not require the simulation result outputting step). 
Furthermore, Applicant argues that the cited references do not teach the claim simulating step, the Examiner respectfully disagrees and 
asserts that both references are directed to circuit simulation represented by hierarchical data structure includes a plurality of branches, 
where operations of the one or more leaf circuit are simulated (see for example Zhou et al. fig. 9, col. 2 line 21-col.3 line 20 and 
Tcherniaev et al. fig. 1-2, abstract, col.4 line 39-col.5 line 40.) Tcherniaev et al. further teaches that the simulation maybe performed 
without flattening the hierarchical data structure (col. 5 lines 50-53). The Examiner further asserts that the combined teachings of the 
references cited teach the entire claimed invention, as evidenced by the final rejection along with the response to arguments. 
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
